The  Farr  Collection  of  Tree  Peonies, 
right  now,  includes  247  varieties  which 
have  attracted  thousands  of  admiring 
visitors  since  1916.  Seldom,  however, 
have  we  been  able  to  permit  sales  at  less 
than  $10  per  plant  because  we  rarely 
possessed  more  than  two  or  three  plants 
of  the  most  admired  varieties,  and  it  was 
more  important  that  these  “parent” 
plants  be  conserved  for  future  propagating 
purposes  than  to  sell  them  at  high  prices.

By  Richardson  Wright  in  his  “Book  of 
Cut  Flowers,”  published  by  Doubleday, 
Doran  &  Company,  of  New  York  City. 

Let  me  tell  you  a  parable. 

The  other  day  a  young  woman,  a  begin¬ 
ner  in  business,  was  bewailing  the  fact  that 
half  her  business  plans  had  gone  awry. 
“Half!  Count  yourself  lucky,”  came  the 
answer.  “If  fifty  per  cent  of  your  business 
ventures  are  consistently  successful,  you 
have  no  need  to  worry;  in  fact,  you  ought 
to  congratulate  yourself.” 

It  is  by  this  standard  of  the  matured 
flower,  fruit,  or  vegetable  that  we  reckon 
success,  partial  success,  or  failure.  If  we 
have  been  fifty  per  cent  successful,  we 
ought  to  be  satisfied. 


Dr.  Stout’s  new  Hemerocallis  have 
thus  far  been  scarce  in  proportion  to  the 
demand,  but  Cinnibar  appears  to  be  a 
rapid  increaser,  and  we  now  have  more  of 
it  than  of  any  other  Stout  variety.
